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Sir: 

This paper is a response to the Office Communication mailed January 13, 2003. By 
the attached petition for an extension of time and appropriate fee, Applicant has extended the 
date for response to March 13, 2003. 

The Examiner has requested Applicant to elect for examination (a) a specific 
lymphocyte subset, and (b) a specific disease. The lymphocyte subset can be either T cells or 
B cells, and the disease can be an autoimmune disease, rejection of organ transplantation or 
allergy. 

Applicant provisionally elects B cells and autoimmune disease for examination. 
However, this election is made with traverse. 

The basis for traversal is that each of the diseases at issue (autoimmune disease, 
rejection of organ transplantation and allergy) implicates both lymphocyte subsets (T cells 
and B cells). For example, both T cells and B cells play a role in mechanisms of autoimmune 
disease. Thus, because Applicant has elected autoimmune disease for examination, the 
Examiner will be required to consider both lymphocyte subsets anyhow. This appears to 
render the election requirement meaningless. 
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Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests withdrawal of the election requirement.
